nuisance." Chapter SOS amends the 
racing law by repealing that provision 
under which an exclusive penalty ot 
•imply recovering at civil suit of the 
amount wagered was incurred, which 
has applied to gambling within a race 
track Inclosuro, thus exempting such 
gambling from the) penalties operative 
elsewhere in the state, and it also pro 
Tides that this general penalty shall 
be "itapriftoameat in the county jail or 
penitentiary for a period of not more, 
than ono year," without alternative 
of 
fine

Chapter 507 amends the penal code 


In like manner and in addition changes 
the grade of the crime from that of 
felony, which any gambling nas until 
today, to that of a misdemeanor, thug 
bringing the offense within the Juris- 
diction of the minor criminal courts
